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An Exa#t Account 
Of the late Engagement between the French 


King's Forces, and thoſe of the Grand 
Seignior before Candia, on the 25th of 
June, 1669, 


He Fleet appointed for the Treaſpommttones 
the Succors ſent by His Moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty for the Relief of Candies, under the 
Command of the Duke de Nawailles Gene- 
ral of the -Land- Forces, ſer Sail from Thew- 

fon the Fifth of June: 1669, about 4 in the Afternoon, 

The 17th following they were joyned by 1 4 Yexetien Ships 

having on board them Horſes, &c, for that Expedition ; 

2nd came all ro an Anchor in'the Bay of this City che rgth, 
where His Majeſties Fleet receiving the uſnal Salutes 
from the Town,anſwered them'by the Admiral only, The 

Dake de Beasfort, the Duke Je Nawvailles, Monſieur Col- 

bert (Brother of the Miniſter of State) and other Ofh- 

cers of the Army Embarked themſelves in a Chaloupe to 

A 3 diſcov e: 
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diſcover the Enemics Poſts , which, as to the Scituation of 
their Camp at tlie Sabionera, and St, Andre, they found to 
agree with the Draught ſent thence to the Cou rt the April 
betorez Save only that the Enemy had made fome advance 
eſpecially towards the fide of the Baſtion St, 4nare,of which 
indeed they were now become Maſters, and had raiſed a 
Battery of tio Pieces of Canon, to annoy all Veſlels paſ- 
ſing in, or out of the Porr, 

Whilſt they were thus Viewing , and conlidering the 
Place , they could perceive a ſmall Barke, with Feretian 
Colouts come from rhe Port, and make towards the Fleet, 
which it ſeems had on board her the Sicur Caſtefan (Kinl- 
man to him that Commands a Brigade in the Army, and 
now.employed as an Engineer) eſpecially of late;, for the 
Defence of the Baſtion of the Sabionera, 

He was ſent by the Captain General of the Republick 
to Complement the Admiral the Duke de Nawailles, and 
the reſt of the Officers of the Army in the Name of the 
Garriſon, and to inform them of the trne ſtate of the Pl-ee, 
and the extremity it was reduced to, bringing alſo with 
him a Deſtgn of the ſame for better Demonſtration, He 
freely declared ,, They had no other hopes of Preſerving 
che Place, but the ExpeQation of theſe Snccors; and, 
that he had expreſs Orders from the Captain-General, to 
deſire 3000 Men to Mount the Guard that very night, 
leſt the Enemy, upon their Arrival, ſhould reſolve upon a 
General- Aſſaulr, and carry the place, before their Forces 
could come a ſhore, 

This did a lictle ſurprize the Duke de Navalleis, who 
was loath to adventure the Landing of part of his Men , 
and therefore thought beſt, that himſelf, and ſome of rhe 
Principal Officers of his Army ſhould firſt take a view of 


the 


the. Town that night , and afrerwatds as he ſaw occaſion 
take care for the Landing his Men, 

This he Communicated to the Admirall , and accor- 
dingly about 11 of the Clock with Monſicur de Champ and 
ſome other Officers went on board the ſame Barque , thac 
brought Mouſteur Caftellan, tor his more particular infor- 
mation, 

Onthe Morrow morning being the 21 th, The Duke 
de Navailles having well weighed all things, and finding 
the State of the Place to be no better then what Mcafteur 
Caſtellan had reported, The Egemy entrenched , their Can- 
non mounted upon the Baſtion Se, Andre, whence the 
played continually upen the fiſt Retrenchments which 
there bing lictle ground lefr, was notina Condition to 
make any conſiderable defence, and that the ſecond Re- 
trenchment which the beſieged had begun tocaſt up. be- 
hind it could not poſſib'y be finiſhed time enough to pre- 
vent their gaining amine, (which he was aſſured was un- 
derneath the firſt Retrenchment) of which if the Enemy 
were once polleſſed, the whole place would. lye open to 
them , andendanger the loſs of the Garriſon, 

This he thought might reflet upon the honor of the 
Armes of the King his Maſter , that the place ſhould 
betakenin fight of the ſuccors without attempting ſome- 
thing towards its reliet , (the Admirall concurrigg with him 
in the ſame opinion ) they reſolved upon a ſpeedy Lan- 
ding ofall their forces , which they began co pur in Execu- 
tion that very night, ſo that in 2 or 3 dayes they had all 
their men aſhors 

The 22d 4of the Kings Mtſquetiers and a Quarter- 
maſter of Hogſe , who had orders to goe and provide quar- 
ters in the Town, adventuring to enter the Port by Gay, 
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3 of the Muſquetiers were killed by the Enemies Canen | 


from the Baſtion of St, Andre,and the Quartermaſter at he 
ſame time loſt one of his hands, 

The 23d the Admitrall entred the Towne and viewed 
the Poſts , the Generals calling a Councell . of Ofi- 
cers concluded there was no other expedient for the pre- 
ſerving the Town, then by a Generall aſſault immediate- 
ly to be made upon the Enemy , before they could receive 
any recru ts from Aoreaor fortify themſelves in their Tren- 
ches. Moreover by this means they might ſurprize them 
erethey could gather cheir Cavalry rogerher , which was 
now diſmounted and diſperſed up and down the Countrey, 

Theſe conſiderations confirmed the reſolution of the aſ- 
ſault which was to be made upon the Sabionera fide , as 
having a greater convenience of ſallying out of that quar- 
ter then that of St, Axdre, and accordingly on the 2 4th 
at night, orthe 25th by break of day endeavor to beat 
the Enemy from their works and to raiſe them, This was 
the opinion of our Generall and Officers and approved of 
by the Yenetians, 

It was thought nevertheleſs too great an undertaking 
for our ſtrength alone, being from all hands informed the 
Enemy had 7 or $000 men in that quarter , wherefore he 
required of the Captain Generall to furniſh us with all the 
men he p6ſſibly could, 

The great deſire our Generall had to proſecute this Ce- 
figne, in order tothe ſaving of the place, and the confi- 
cence he had of his owne Forces , with their promiſe ot a 
ſupply,<ncouraged him to ſet upon the Sbijonera,though it 
were ent:enched , and of greater ſtrength then the body 
wherewith he intended to attempt it, And therefore de- 
ſi-ed the Captain Generall co asſ1g ne him 5 or 600 Pyoneers 

tO 
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cs flight the Enemies workes, and nayte down their 
Cannon, and that at the ſame timea brisk (all might be 
made upon the fide of the St, Andre to keep them inplay 
there, that they might not ſaccor the Sabioners, All 
which the Caprain Genztall promiſed punAually toper- 
forme, 

The Admirall alſo who would needs have a part in this 
Action, ingaged to land 1500 of his men from his Ships,and 
to lead them himſelf chough he ſubmitred to receive or- 
cers from the Generals ( Monſieur Colbert being appoynred 
his Marthall of the Camp) and to cauſe his men of war to 
be brought within Masquet ſhott of St, Andre and to keep 
playing upon the Enemies Camp with his Cannon from 
their Ships, being unwilling to be a witneſs only to this 
glorious enterpriſe without running all the riſques that 
thould attend ir. | 

But the Y-xetians who at firſt promiſed us 4 or 500 
horſe and 3000 toot io joyn with ours, ſhewing the im- 
pos(ibility of affording any , took upon them neverthelels 
to divert the Enemy at St, Axare, and bya ſtout (alley 
which they would make under the favour of our Cannon 
from the Ships to enter the Fort it (elf, 

The 24th at night the Admirall having landed his ſex- 
men ſent notice thereof to the Duke de Navailles aſſuring 
him of their good diſpoſition, each Company ning 
commanded by the Captain of that veſſell out of whic 
they were taken, and that now he wanted only orders to 
draw them out, and to fall upon the Enemy, 

The Generall returned him anſwer by the Baron & Sr, 
Mark that ic was too great a danger for a perſon of his 
_ to expoſe himſelf co, whom he alſo defired to uſe 

| arguments to diſſwade hip , urging the great impor- 
cance 
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tance the ſafety of his perſon was to his Majeſties Service, 
and the pa' ticular good of the defign 'now in hand, bur all 
his inſtances cou!d not prevail upon him to alter his reſolu- 
tion, 

That night the D,de Navailles went to take a view of the 
Rere of the Enemies Camp,where he reſolved ro make his 

-Onſer, and in his return viſited the Fort Demetrius, by 
which he intended ro iſſue out his Troops, and having 
diſpoſed his Battalia, he acquainted the Captain General, 
the D, of Beaufort, Monſiewr S, Andre Montbrun with the 
Order, deſiring they would with all treedom give their opi- 
nion upon it, C an affair of ſo great importance to Chriſten- 
dom, requiring to be well weighed , ) which when under- 
ſtood, they unanimouſly approved it to have been ſo well 
laid, that there was nothing to be added or altered, 

It being now neer day, the D, de Navailles began to 
draiy out his men ont of the Town, with the greateſt ſilence 
imaginable in the Order agreed upon before, which was a; 
follows, 

-Four hundred men were drawn out of each body, 
50-Grenadiers placed in the Front of chem, and brought 
up by 3 Troops of horſe commanded. by Monſieur Dam- 

ter, 

: Theſe were followed by the Regiments of Gavres, Saint 
F alier, Lorrain, 2nd Britany, 4 Troops of horſe upon their 
wings, and brought up by the Regiments of Montague, 
Fonſac, and Grance, 

The Regiments of Harcourt , Conti, Lignieres, Mom- 
pizat and Yendoſme made up the Reſerve commanded by 
Monſieur de Cheiſeville , 4 Squadrons of horſe marching 
Apon their wings, and were Poſted between the Enemies 
<awo Camps, to. cut off all relief that might come from 

S. Andre 
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&. Andre to the $abimners, they were abonr eo atcacque, 

-. There were alſo 50 of the Kings Muſquetiers and 100 re- 
formed Officers p!:r-d between the firſt and ſecond line 
to be ready upon any emergency, 

The Forces that came from on board'the Ships were 
ordered to make their ſally on the left fide of the Trench 
of the Sabiovers. 

Whilſt the Army was drawing out the D, de Navailles 
cauſed two breaches to be made to ſally out of the Trench, 
by cne of which 500 men ſhould attacque them in the 
Front, the reſt to divide themſelves into two bodies, and

till they knew the Camp was engaged, and in caſe t 

ained the Batteries, which in all likelihood they woul 
there to _ themſelves, 2nd not to adyance a foet with- 
out freſh Orders, | 

After filence commanded, which was punQually obſer- 
yed, thoughin a range and uneven Countrey,we marched 
in this excellent order cill we came within a very (mall di- 
ſtance of the Enemy, and ranged ourſelves in Battelia in 
a lirtle placeleading into their Camp, without ever being 
diſcovered, 

The day was alſo propitious to our deſigns, our laſt 
Troops being ſcarce come up to their Lines, when we 
could diſcern the enemies Cawp. 

Onur commanded men who were then within half Muſ- 
que ſhot of the Enemy were fied upon by their Muſquet- 
tiers, 3nd our General diſcove- ing two Redoubrs at the head 
of the Quarters, cauſed them to be ſet upon by the Forces 
commanded by Menſiewr Dampier, who ſeconded by the 
Guards immediately carried rhem with great reſolution, 
Putting all to the ſword that made any refiltance, - 
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Ar the fametime the Enemies Lines. mere 
taken, by the Regiments of $, Yalier apd Lorrain, w oy 
the commanded: men t&] a the Rere of the Trench, 
Monſieur Caſtellan ſeconcing them ja the head of the Cargs

' 'Hitherto everything ſucceeded according to our des 
fires, though we had not aboye. 300 men from on þ54:d 
the ſhips, and fery or none of the Yeretians, to 1:1; ; 1:5 
handfo! of men routed this numerous enewy, anc; 
whom was ſa. gzeat conſternation, that they threw them 
ſelves head-long into the Sea when they were Maſters of 
the Batteties and Canon, 
The Enemy thus beaten from their Camp, drew up 
vponaniAfcenc.on our right hand, whence viewing our 
finall- numbers on the lett, ſcarce 300 Seamen advan 
cing, notwithſtanding all the importunity of the Acmiral 
and Monſieur Colbert,with a hideous ſhour, rallied to charge 
as in thoſe Trenches they had (o lately abandoned , bur 
our General perceiving their intent ſultaine d the charge, 
and forced them twice to a confuſed retreat, not without a 
conſiderable loſs; but they being a ſort of people thar 
quickly rally , were Pony upon us again , with as 
much eagerneſs as formerly they fled: Our General then 
pot himſelf in the head of the Company of Guards, and 
exuſing the Squadron of S, Efteve to follow, received 
them {o _ that we became Maſters of the upper: 
ta 


nd they had taken, 
One chea there happened aa unlacky accident, the 


Powder 
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Powder Granadoes &c, of 4 Battery Folleſed by the 
Guards raking fire, the ſoldiers feanng there had been a 
Mine, diſperſed the whole Bartalion, running co the right 
and left in that diſorder that Monkeur Caſtellan had much 
adoe tomake them to rally. | | 

The 300 from on board the. Ships, . terrified with 
chis acciden , deſerted their Poſts, and by i all the"endea- 
yors EIS uſed would pot be brought back 
to the fight, 

The Generall and Monſieur Colbert veing this diſaſte; 
came up with our firſt Battalions in the head of 50 of the 
Kings Muſquetierson foot, where with this {mall body chey 
pertormed «things beyond all jimaging100, :

able to ſuſtaine , though infinitely Encoaraged thereunto 
þ&Y the Meſheurs le Bret and Choyſexl , who had both 
eir horſes killed under them, Followed the Example of 
the Seamen, and made a diſorderly rerrear, | 


This compleated the loſs of that Advantage, we ſo 


long had in our hands , and the Enemy fearing our retreat 
B 2 miglir 
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might betray them inro'2n Ambuſh, had not Comage e- 
hough to-purfue, retaining fit 'ſuch a dread: of. onr-forces 
though retreated in'diſorder',” that- our Generall aſliſted on- 
ly by the Meſſienrs Tullader, and Argelion, and 4 or 
5s Gentlemen of his. own family that never deſerted him, 
made good fo orderly 2 retreat, that the Enemy Cuſt 
not ' 7ttempt” this {mall nomber,, 'but diſcharging a grear 
volley of {mal ſhot updn them,our 'Genegza!s boiſe was hure 
in two places, and himſelf received a ſhot on his Armor 
bur withont hurt to his body, 

Tte Admitall the'Duke de Beaufort abandoned oy all 
his men fell in this aRion, without any perſon about him 
but what were killed or woanded z among the tormer was 
Mor'ft-ur Foxrgneuf, the later Monſieur Hequerte , who 
hid his Fodt ſhot off atthe Ancle by a Musquet bullet, 

This glorious: Aion, So- happily begun, and carry- 
ed on with that - excellent» condud, !.owever unforcanare ig 
the tforder, might - nevertheleſs have been eſteemed 2 
ſuccesfull-and advanragious enterprize, Wee it not for the 
invaluableloſs of our Admiral , and thole other Noble 
perſons thar fell with him,
